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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Referring to claims 1,10 and 14: The most pertinent cited prior art fails to disclose 
supplying a gaseous hydrocarbon or alcohol to a space containing a mirror in a radiation system 
of the lithographic projection apparatus. In contract, in a conventional radiation system, a 
gaseous hydrocarbon or alcohol produced inside the system during the operation due to the 
scattering on the system walls, is a great absorbed gas that reduces the energy of the radiating 
beam, so an inert gas or a low absorbed gas such as He or Nitrogen is filled into the radiation 
system to replace the gaseous hydrocarbon or alcohol. In addition, the cited prior art also fails to 
disclose al least one sensor selected from the group comprising a reflectively sensor to monitor a 
reflectivity of said mirror and a pressure sensor to monitor a background pressure in said space. 

Claims 2-9, 11-13, 15-17 are allowed because they depend directly/indirectly on claim 1, 
10, or 14.
